CONGREGATIONAL.

—Much bas' been said concerning the recent
action of Mr. Beecher’s Chureh with reference
to the terms upon whieh members shall be
admitted. Far the Information of onr ronders
we present o brief history of the actlon, taken
from the N, Y. T%mes: The Articles of Fuith,
ndopted in 1848, ghortly after Mr. Beecher's sot-
tlement, read as follows:—

1. We belleve in the existence of One Ever-
liviog and Trae God, Boverelgn and Unchange-
able, Infinite jn Power, Wisdom, and Goodness.
2. We bolieve the Seriptures of the Old and
New Testameonts to be iuaPired of Uod, to con-
tain a revelntion of His will, and to be the su-
thoritative rule of faith and practice.

3. We believe that the Father, the Son, and
the Holy Ghost are revealed in the Scriptures as
exlsting, in réspect to attributes, charicter, and
office, as three persons, equally divine; while in
other respects they nre united, and are, in a
proper sense, one God.

4. Wo beliave that our first parents were ere-
ated upright; that they fell from thelr originael
gtate by disobedience; and that all their posterity
are not only prone to sin, but do becowme sinful
and guilty before God.

h We belleye that God 20 loved the world
thint He gave 1116 only begotien Son to die for
ft; that Christ appeared in the tlesh; that He get
forth a perfect cxample of obedience; that He
purely tanght the truths needful for onr salya-
tion, that e suffered in our stead, the just for
thie upjust; that He died to ntone for our sins,
and to purily us therefrom; and thut He arose
from the dead apd ascended Into heaven, whero
He ever Hveth to make Intercession for uas,

6, We belleve that God offers full forgiveness
and overlastiug life to all who will beartily re-
pont and belinve In the Lord Jesns Christ: while
those who dp nov believe but persevere in sin
shull finally perlieh,

7. We belleve in the resurrection of all the
dedd; in a final and general judgment, npon the
nwards of which the wicked ghall go luto ever-
lasting punigluoent, and she rightoous into life
eternnl. Thus do you belleve?

Artlele 7 was consldered to e the most ob-
jectionable. It wos alleged that good Christinne,
so fnrus human wisdom conld discover, were
auxious to juin the Church, but were unable Lo
gubscribe to that article. At the snnual meet-
log It was voted to steike out the *“Thus do you
belleve 7' It was also voted that rule 8 be
nmended by striklog out the words “*Articles of
Fuith nnd,"” and udnlng the words “Covenants
of the Church.," According to this, a person,
upon becoming a member, wonld not be re-
guired to give public assent to the Articles of
Faith, but only to the Covenants of the Church.
